U was out on the sun deck and noticed the sun flashing 
off the surface of an object in the air, fie was facing in the di¬ 
rection of Plum Islanti (east), /'t first, he thought ho v.-as viewing 
an airplane but as it tumbled and descended like a falling leaf, 
slowly approaching, he realize<i it was not an aircraft. It vas 
round and descrined as "cylindrical" although this is not evident 
from the sketches, and its tumbling was end-over-end, 

(1 ran inside, alerted his wife and both emerged (one 
carrying a pair of 7xbO binoculars) in time to observe the object 
as it traveled directly overhead. The object was still moving 
slowly enough so that at. least one of the two could observe it with 
the binoculars. After passing over the couple it apneared to 
descend toward the .Sagamore Hill Radio Telescope Installation and 
was lost to view behind trees. 

Ray Fowler was informed of the si.ghting at 6:1b PK by 
.V, ''ir-; calls to various agencies brought forth no additional witness¬ 
es, His report indicates that the object could not have been 
windborn since it was travelling a gi nst the wind in its approach. 
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EDITOR' S COMMl'NT 

The Worcester case, continued, is typical of a dilemma 
that many times confronts, investigators of UFO repoi-ts. There are 
cases that can not neatly be characterized as unknowns or knov.-ns 
for one reason or another. Very often the investigator will make 
a judgement based on a gut feeling really be indicative 

of his or her personal bias as to whether a case belongs in the 
UFO category or' not. The editor feels that the category "Insuffic¬ 
ient Information" should be used legitimately as a case characteri¬ 
zation (Major Keyhoe protect me)i Although seemingly a way out of 
a tough judgement, tlie bias that may be brought by the investigator 
to any given case will still cause the "pros" to call UFO rather 
than IIPO and the "cons" to call IFO rather than IIFO, Still, the 
fact throt this additional category exists and is considered as an 
alternative, may cause unknowns to become more sharply defined 
wi !Ji the steady accumulation of sharply defined cases. At least, 
it would not be asking too much to hope so.

Mr, John P, Day, 58, a resident of Hamilton, Mass,, vjrs 
traveling in his car near Mars Hill, Maine, Visibility was very 
poor as he travelled through the rain. Suddenly, he noticed lights 
that went by his car and hovered ahead. Thinking at first that he 
was vievrir^g '' lov;-flying aircraft, Day stopped his car and got 
out to watch. They hovered, perfectly still, in close formation. 
Suddenly, they "took off" at "incredible speed" from a standstill 
anri disapneared. Three objects, eacn inciuarng XAgnus, v/ere noted. 

Day estimated his total time of observation at about 
five minutes but even given that relatively long length of time 
he was apparently too shocked and awed (as he described himself) 
to try 1,0 count the number of lights that he v;as o bserving. 


Mach of the objects, ’/iiich Day characterizes as having 
outlines, were estimated to be twice the size of a full moon, 

"L one point, he notes, they seomeri to rJescend, There were no 
sounds noted, at least no mention is made of sounds in the report 
form tliat Day filled out and submitted to Ray Fowler (and thence 
to MIJFON) upon i.ay's return to Massachusetts,

In our isoue of July 1930, we left open the possibility 
that the case described on pages 1 and P might be other than an 
unknown, pending further investigation. 

Additional Interviews were conducted with the other know’n 
witnesses in the case on September A^O, 1930. These witnesses were 
IMmothy Bump, age 10, and sisters Danise Loewe, 11 Laurie Loewe, 10 
and Becky Loewe, 9. Tim lives at Barclay St,, the same address 
as our initial witness, William Evans, The l.oewe sisters live di¬ 
rectly across the street, 

Tim was initially interviewed alone, as the investigator 
found him first upon arriving ir the neighborhood. He, in the pre¬ 
sence of his father and the investigator, sketched what he had seen 
and related v/hat had happened, the father accepted his son’s story 
without question. Tim and the irvestigator then went across 'oie 
street cand found the liOewe sisters at home, F’.ach was innependently 
asked to draw what she had seen and then all together told their 
experience. It was impossible to conduct the interviews with the 
girls separately becaiise of the small space in which the investi¬ 
gator was able to talk with the girls and Tim together. Next, the 
four children and the investigator tried to reenact the events of 
July IP, in the street, as the children claimed they experienced 
them. 

'''f'ter listening closely to the children's enthusiastic 
presentation-full of simultaneous, wide-eyed exclamations, and 
later- rurmings-to-and-fro along the street as they tried to in¬ 
dicate what they had seen and done-and comparing all this wfith 
the story of the adult witness-it became clear that the stories 
of the children and the adult formed a complementary v/hole, as 
follows: 


On July IP, 19'''0, in the early evening before sunset, 
the four children were playing at the corner of a vacant lot 
adjacent to hi Barclay St, (point X on the sketch map). At a time 
er-;timated to be between 7:10-7:19 PM EDT, their attention was 
caught by an object in the northeast that they first thought was 
a large balloon. It v;as emitting a humming sound. The children, 
soon conclutled that they were watching a UFO (first verbalized 

by Tim) as the object hovered briefly at an elevation of hO degrees 
and close enough to seem to be over the rooftops of the houses 
across the street (point A on the sketch map). 

Curious features were noted, such as what appeared to 
be a red, or orange rudder and white or yellow "windows" (see 
chidren'.s sketches), and the boy and three girls became excited 
and started to yell as the object inverted itself (that is, it 
turned on its long axis, presum.abl.y close to 130 degrees), and 
be-yin to rotate apnarently clockwise, as seen from underneath).

It was during the .second rotation that the children claim 
the object released a small green or green and white object which 
fell out of sight behind the rooftops of the houses below, Tim was 
disappointed at the lack of a parachute, 

iiy this time, the children v.'ere making enough noise so that 
seven year old Scott Evans was drawn to his bedroom v.andow' on the 
second floor of 4 I Barclay St, to see what all the com.motion was 
about, Scott was not able to attract his father's attention in time 
for Mr, Evans to see the object return to its original orientation, 
but the senior Evans arrived soon enough to see the object begin to 
move jri a. diroct'^on ..h.at .seemed i "■ 'a? dl' ly e- st, but was really 
southeast, 

As it moved off, Tim md one of the Loewe sisters pursued 
it up Barclay .St, os far as Dor-hester St, (point Y on sketch map) 
where it was lost to sight behi d rooftops. This was also approx¬ 
imately the point at v/hich Evant lost sight of the object (noint 
C on tiie sketch map). 

Two sisters had stayec behind near the vacant lot (point 
X on ttie sketch map) and, as the two pursuers were returning down 
Barclay St,, the waiting girls, looking up in the east, sav/ the 
object reti;rning in t'ue opposite direction, .and, once again, being 
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nuickly lost to si/^ht behind rooftops, (point D on sketch map). 

So ends the composite event as put together by the in¬ 
vest iga tor , 

Man Hade O b.ject Check 

Despite Llie fact that the object was reported to be mov¬ 
ing against the observed wind direction at one point in the sighting 
relation, a check v;as made with three v^eather observation agencies 
to ascertain the possible presence of weather balloons. Neither the 
U, S. Army teams at Maynard nor Fort Devons had equipment in the 
air at that time, nor did the U. S. I'/eather service at Worcester, 

The nearest additional agency was located at Albany, New York, 

The fact that the children had reported a rudder-like 
appendage and had heard a humming sound suggested the possibility 
that they had been observing the flight of a radio-controlled 
model aircraft from a nearby field, (the campuses of Worcester 
Acadamy and Union Hill School are nearby as is the playground 
associated with Worcester Junior High School), The investigator 
spoke 'with an acnuaintance who claimed to be knowledgeable in the 
field of radio-controlled aircraft. He estimated that the maneuvers 
reported were beyond the capabilities of current day radio-controlled 
models. Additionally, the investigator visited a local hobby shop 
where he was told there were no UFO radio-controlled kits on the 
market, A quick check through a late issue magazine devoted to radio 
conrol models brought nothing additional to light other than the 
availability of a radio-controlled helicopter, which presumably 
would not be able to remain in tlie air when inverted. However, the 
investigator cannot be sure of the flight characteristics of this 
type of model, 

A ssesment 

Here is a case of an unusual object, making noise, and 
flying low over a donsly populated neighborhood in a large city, 
in daylight. Only one call was made to a public agency, that could 
be traced-a very puzzling situation. Was this really a case of a 
model aircraft that was identifiable to enough people so that no 
one else was alarmed, or was it truly another case of a UFO under 
everyone’s nose (or more properly, over everyone's head) without 
the notice of most? 'l^'He ages and' backgrounds of the witnesses do 
not give sufficient reason for a strong "ur.l;no’wn'' label, nor can 
we conclude the opposite. At the risk of reader's groans, the in¬ 
vestigator can only condlude that there is insufficient information 
on which to base a firm conclusion, and that this is, what might 
be called, a possible unknown (and just as properly a possible 
known).

Randolnh^ Mass.^ September 9^ 1980^ EDT. 

On an over-cast, somewhat foggy evening, three teenagers, 
Adam Kantrovitz, IS, his brother Scott, 10, and friend Paul 
Burroughs, 13» observed a circular, red glowing object, Adam and 
Paul saw the object first thr-ough the w'indow' of Adam's room for 
about 30 seconds before it vanished in place. Their initial est¬ 
imates of apparent size at arms-length were 7" (19cm,) and 4 1/?" 
(ll.Scm.) r-espectively but tv/o months later, Adam compared the size 
to about 1/4 of a full moon, which seems a drastic reduction, 

I'he two friends now went outside and, with Scott, vie'wed 
the light once more for about 30 seconds, after which it vanished 
in place once more. The three then saw what appeared to be the same 
object once more, a long distance away. It was the same color(blood- 
red) and blinking and moving away in a large arc or long sv/eep. It 
slowed down and suddenly vanished in place at an estimated 10 degrees 
elevation, A faint rumble and humming sounds were heard, 

'Ahon viewed at Its closest the bottom of the object was 
flat -ind the top was rounded (see witness' sketches). The edge also 
was rounded. The bottom appeared to be perfectly horizontal. It did 
not rotate and what appeared to be a transparent cloud, was observed 
under the object.

The trio 
passed directly over the car at a height estimated at only thirty 
feet. Altliough Mr. Meara stuck his head out of the window he could 
riear no sound. The ilPO moved in the direction of the tollbooth 
but ttien started to climb at a /g; degree angle until out of sight, 

The article continues, that although the Mearas were 
preceded -^t the tollbooth by "twenty other cars" no other witnesses 
came forward.

May 10, 1958. 

Harry's clipping service included a recent item in which 
a stringer for the Milford Daily News had summarized the 1958 report 
The News reporter had come across the item in doing research for his 
regular column. 


What follows is the fu]1 original report. 


UPTON, May 10--A group of Upton Center young men returned here very 
early this morning, their clothes torn and their faces and hands 
scratched from the heavy underbrush in the North Upton woods. They 
had been trying to find the source of some strange lights that app¬ 
eared at intervals in the sky. Last night they walked further than 
usual and were in North Upton^ about a quarter ^ mile from the 


VJestboro town line when darkness overtook them. They were tired from 
walking and sat on a wall for about half an hour, resting. 


Suddenly, one of the group noticed this strange light, ab¬ 
ove the trees in the woods to their left. A white lum.inous object 
seemed to drift lazily skyward, much in the same manner as a para¬ 
chute drifts earthward and then suddenly it would burst into a blind 
ing white ligiit and disapnear. The Upton Center hikers plunged into 
the heavy underbrush in the direction of the lights. They travelled 
about a mile in the direction of the lights and estimate that they 
were about a half mile from where the lights were appearing. The 
li:"hts, they say, were drifting skyward at about one per minute, 
■jvhile they were watching, the lights suddenly increase (sic) and 
about DC of them went skyw'ard with scarcely a second between them 
and then ceased altogether. 


The young men estimated th<a source of the lights to be 
about half a mile away and they continued to the spot which in their 
judgemient was the source of the strange sight. In the darkness of 
tlie woods they were unable to find any trace of vv'here the lights 
came from but the area was smoky and heavy with a strange scent, 
which none of the hikers could defi^ne. 


They returned here in a dilapitated state but plan to re¬ 
turn to the scene again tonight if the weather is favorable, they 
also plan to pitch a tent in the woods Friday night at the spot 
where they think the lights originated and spend the week-end there.

MACON, Mo, (AP) - Northeast Missouri has had a flurry of unid¬ 
entified flying object reports on three nights this week; and 
William Overstreet of Elmer, Mo,, says after his experience he is 
not the skeptic he once was, 

Overstreet tells of driving directly under a mysterious, hover¬ 
ing object on his way to work early Tuesday morning, 

"1 just don't know, I never saw anything like it," Overstreet 
said. 

The UFO activity started Sunday night at Kirksville, ,,, 

Overstr-eet is a bO-year-old contract mail carrier who formerly 
was night marshal] at Elmer, He tells a grapliic story of his en¬ 
counter Tuesday morning, 

lie v/as on his way to work about 6:/^0, just after sunrise, and 
was on Macon County Route J about four miles west of its intersect¬ 
ion with US 65 near Atlanta, Mo,, vjhen he sow an unusually bright 
light to the south, 

Overstreet described it, as a reddish ball about 100 feet in di¬ 
ameter, so brt/';ht that he pulled down the viser in his truck and 
shielded his eyes over his h.ead. He said there seemed to be a yel¬ 
low border around the outside that moved clockwise. There was no 
noise, and it cruised about 30 feet above the road ahead of him 
at 90 miles an hour, 

Overstreet said as he got beneath the object there was a beam 
of white lif ht thiat focused into a spot about eight feet in di¬ 
ameter on tie road and every t h ir seen throug h it was magnified, 
(Editor's ut derlin ing.) 

Overstreet said tlie object finally veered to the north and 
circled to the southeast, still going slowly and close to the 
ground. 

Overstreet later retraced hij route, stopping at farm houses 
to ask the occupants if they hoc seen anything. He could find no 
one who had.

Ice ball mystery still up in air

HOLLISTON - Local pdice told 
him he could have been kUled, but 
cannot explain what happened. 

Three balls of Ice — one as large as 
a softball, the other two as large as 
baseballs — came crashing to earth, 
suddenly without warning. 

Twelve-year-old John McClennan 
was working In the driveway to his 
Bonney Drive home Aug. 26 at about 
11:45 a.m. when he heard the 
“whoosh” and saw a white blurred 
Image of the objects hitting the 
ground 20 feet away. 

His mother, Claire, said he ran Into 
the house, terrified. 


“I ran inside. I thought I was 
crazy,” he said. 

When they came outside to in¬ 
vestigate, they found three balls of ice 
with a mysterious yellowish surface 
and a pink center, Mrs. McClennan 
said. 

Their dog, Muffy, barked and sniff¬ 
ed excitedly, and had to be restrained 
from licking the objects, she said. 

They carried ^e objects on a 
shovel, took them Inside, and put 
them in the freezer. 

Upon examining the depressions in 
the ground at the point of impact, the 
police said John or the dog could have 
been killed by the force of the falling 


objects, according to Mrs. McClen¬ 
nan. 

The police took the ice balls to the 
State Police for a laboratory analysis. 

The State Police Tuesday said the 
balls are 99 percent water and 1 per¬ 
cent vegetable matter, according to 
Holliston Police Officer Bruce McKin¬ 
non. 

McKinnon said he cannot explain 
what the objects are, or where they 
had come from. 

“We have no answers. They just 
landed there,” he said. 

McKinnon speculated that the Ice 
balls could have been dropped from a

plane, or could be part of some kind of 
hoax. 

John said he does not remember 
seeing or hearing any airplanes at the 
time, although he conceded that one 
may have passed by. 

A spokesman for the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Authority (FAA) said Holliston is 
not In the path of any regular air traf¬ 
fic routes used by commercial jets ( r 
private planes. 

“A plane would have to be about 
five miles off course to be over 
Holliston,” said Stan McDonnoi^, 
FAA deputy public affairs officer. 

He noted that federal law prohibits 
the dropping of any object from a 
plane. 

McDonnough said that planes 


traveling through arctic weather con¬ 
ditions accumulate Ice that could fall 
to earth. However, this Ice comes in 
sheets — is not spherical — and would 
not contain vegetable matter, he said. 

Mrs. McClennan said the ioe balls 
could not have been hail stones 
because of their color. 

She said the police joked that God 
was sending the earth “mai tals” (a 
frozen cocktail). 

Although Holliston police have yet 
to receive a final written report on the 
chemical analysis of the objects, they 
now downplay the incident as 
“nothing much.” 

But how the Ice balls fell out of 
nowhere and what they are remains 
unexplained, leaving the McClennans 
wondering about a near-mlss which 
could have been a fatal Incident.
